Hellaved to have Killed Flimeelf

Max A. Plant, one of the most whiely
known brokers conneected with the Stoek Ex-
chanie, (8 missing under elpcumstnnees that
cuuse lils (riends to believe that he has com-
mitted sulcide, His homn s st 242 Warren
street, Brooklyn, and his oMo at 58 Pxchange
pines, For many years Mr, Plant wne the con-
fidential man and Board braker of L, von Hoff-
mann & Co, He was then a conspleuous member
of the Gold Hoom. His pesition inthe house
during the lnst years of his connection with it
was estimated to be worth $20,000 & year. He
began ns an operator on his own account in
1874, During that year his account with C. F,
Woerlshoffer & Co. is sald to have averaged
$400,000 to his credit, The largs poal in Northe-
western and the panie of 1873 ruined bim

fMoancially. but he recovered and wsubae-
quently  ascumn'ated about 256,000, He
lost  this  fortune, aod  of Inte _has

JUNRN WATSUNS'S SUICIDE

An Old Accouniant fur the Americas Expres
L& y Bhouts M 1L

Binere last Tuesday the friends and rela-
tives of John Watson. an accountant for the
Amerlean Express Company, living at 409 West
Foriy-saventh stroot, bave been aearching for
Lim fo vain, Hagquitted his home ju the morn-
Ing. and went to his office as usual, but com-
pinined of iilouss there and went away about
noon. A goneral alarm was sant out by the po-
Hew, ind on a roaport that he had besn sesn on a
Stiten Island ferrybont, word waa seut in thaot
divection. But no tudings could be obtnined of
liim until yestorday morniog, when Foliceman
Dolan found him dead In the Centeal Park un-
dor clreamstances indieating sulcide, The
bady wan found npon the gronnd behind a
lnres rock pt Ninety-aeventh stireet nnd Eighth
wventie, To bis richt hnnd he clutehed a ro-

sl 40 Hemington pattern, with two bar-
‘harend. Ons bndl bad passed through
nnd anothoer went thirourh the hoart,
1y wous yel warm, and it s supposed
dudie wias commitiod about 7 AM. In
the pookeid woure n note book, with his nama on
the firat paee, 8 gold wateh and chnin, throe
gold stuids, a box of enrteidges, and $68.75 in
maney. His relatives ware notifled, aod Im-
medlately idestilled his remaine.

The only enuse assigned by Mr. Watson's
friends for the net was his i1l henlth, His wife
who s liersall an invilid, said that she knew of
wothiing that could ba the cikuns of the suicide,
exiept lits Ml henlth, arlsing partly from too
strict atteation to busingss, She sald that !_:t
had boen deraneed Tor severnl weeks, but she
hi ad no idea that be would attempt sell-destrue-
tion,

what property shall be exompl from taxation,

The bill is very short, but there ars two lines in

it whieh have caused very great approhension

of coming troutls for the Republiean party,

Thesn linos provide that ne exemption Is to ba

mllowed for detts, Thers ean be no more

swearing off If this blll besomes a law.

The blll also provides that loans, whetlior
made In this 8tate or elsewhers, shall be taxed
a8 the parsonal property of the loancr at his
place of realdence, so that If & éapitalist has
money loaned in Tlinols, and is taxed there for
it, he must also pay a tax here,

The discussion upon this bill was pecullar.
First an attemopt was made (o exempt from roal
nstate the mortgages that may be on it, Then
an attempt was mades to exempt debts from
tha parsonal property. Mr, Mitchell of New
York moved this Intter as an amendment.
Mambers began=o fiy around talking with each
other, asking what the politieal effect of the
pasaags of the bill as it stood wonld be,

It was sald there would eertalnly be trouble
for the party when the Republicans, who have

sunlly bean alila to swear off enough to reduce
the amount of tax thoy have to pay toasmall
fignrs, Nind that they ean do #o no longer. The
tnx eommitien, howoever, some of them fealing
tolarably cartaln thut thoir aetion would ruln
for the present any gn itleal honea they ma
have, agrond to stand by the bill just as reported.
They ures it will work no injustics, Mr, Steals,
the Chafrman, led the debate, and sueconded in,

taxes on 80 much of its yalue as may be mort-
?gml:a.t least such owners will not have to pay
thetax directly, Therecan be no doubls tuxn-
tion of morteaged property. one on the land
and thie other on the mortanes,

The trouble with these nmendments, in the
view of the committes, isthat they muke the
labor they linve given to the matter Almost nse-
leas, Thess two propositions, more than any
others, were the very onos that led to the ap-
F;intmem of aspecinl Committee on Taxation.

t was {olt that oneof the knottiest subjecta in
relation to taxation was that bearing u*mn In-
debtodneas, wihvther real or personal. The
santimeont of the members lins always beerr thnt
if persopal indebtednoss was allowed to be
swaorn off as against the property, so Indebted-
ness on real property in the shape of morigage
ahiould also bs deductad,

The committee decided to make no allow-
ancos for debtedness, personnal or real, and
now thess nmendments were breught in, and
If adopted, the committes feel thnt much bard
work on its part hoas been thrown Mur.

The bill was s=ut back to the committes with
fnstructions to revort tha bill with these amend-
ments, sad the committee do not feel very
pleasant nbout it,

Bafora the heat of this struggle had passad
the Assembly plunged into another.
